The decrease in the food group was mainly due to 
considerable reductions in the averages of the quota- 
tions for eggs, New Zealand lamb, fish, butter and 
cheese, which more than offset increases for Trish and 
Danish bacon. Among industrial materials, the 
decrease in the miscellaneous group was mainly due to 
, decline in the prices of hides and skins. 

As compared with a year earlier, the largest varia- 
tions were decreases of 19-4 per cent. for ‘‘ other 
foods,’ 14:2 per cent. for cereals and 13-8 per cent. for 
textiles other than cotton and wool. 

A comparison of the 150 price averages for March 
with those relating to February shows 32 increases and 
63 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 18 
of the former and 29 of the latter. Of the 18 increases 
‘or food, 12 were of less than 5 per cent., 2 were of 
between 5 and 106 per cent. and 4 were of between 
10 and 20 per cent. Of the 29 decreases, 17 were oi 
less than 5 per cent., 6 were of between 5 and 10 per 
eent., 4 were of between 10 and 25 per cent. and 2 
(seasonal decreases in the prices of Danish and Irish 
eggs) were of about 33 per cent. 

The averages for industrial materials show 14 in- 
creases and 84 decreases. Of the former, 12 were of 
less than 5 per cent. and 2 were of between 5 and 7 
per cent., while of the 34 decreases, 30 were of less than 
5 per cent. and 4 were of between 5 and 14 per cent. 

The table on page 562 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 

A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the eight groups to 
which they then related, appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J."’ of 
April 24, 1980 (page 551). It should be noted, however, 
that separate index numbers have since been compiled 
for coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, 
no longer included in the respective groups of “‘ other 
metals and minerals ’’ and ‘‘ other textiles.’’ There 
are now ten groups for which separate index numbers 
are compiled, as shown in the preceding table. 

In regard to the quotations for cereals which are in- 
cluded in the table on page 562, the principal variations 
in the averages for March, as compared with February, 
were decreases of 7 per cent. for rice and 6 per cent. 
for barley, and an increase of nearly 5 per cent. for 
four. In the ‘‘ meat ”’ group, Danish and Irish bacon 
aud English mutton were dearer by 18, 17 and 9 per 
cent. respectively, while New Zealand lamb was 
cheaper by about 15 per cent. Among ‘‘ other foods ”’ 
butter, cheese and cocoa were cheaper and sugar and 
tea slightly dearer. 


REORGANISATION OF THE 


SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 


Of the industrial materials specified in the table, the 
quotations for pig iron, wrought iron, and steel, were, 
with one exception, unchanged. Two descriptions of 
industrial coal and two non-ferrous metals (viz., 
copper and tin) were slightly cheaper, while zinc was 
dearer by about 5 per cent. The quotations in the 
textile groups showed little variation, American raw 
cotton and cotton yarns being dearer, while cotton 
cloth, wool tops and yarns were cheaper. Of the 
miscellaneous items of industrial materials, leather 
was cheaper by nearly 10 per cent. 


Items not included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index but are not shown in the 
accompanying table, variations in price in the food 
groups included increases of 6 per cent. and 10 per 
cent. respectively for Wiltshire bacon and Scotch 
mutton, and a decrease of about 10 per cent. for New 
Zealand cheese and for potatoes. The average of the 
quotations for the four descriptions of fish included in 
the index was lower by about 12 per cent. and there 
were large seasonal decreases in the prices of eggs, to 
which reference has been made above. Of the indus- 
trial materials, scrap steel was dearer by nearly 7 per 
cent. and quinine sulphate cheaper by about 14 per 
cent. The remaining items showed little or no varia- 
tion in price.

IRON AND STEEL INDUSTRY 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE’S PROCEEDINGS 


It will be recollected that the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee, in their First Report of April 8, 
1932, made special reference to the position of the 
lron and Steel Industry. They stated that they were 
“ satisfied that the maintenance of a prosperous Iron 
and Steel Industry in the highest degree of efficiency 
is essential to the economic progress of this country, 
while from the point of view of national security it 
must still be regarded as vital.’’ They had reached the 
conclusion that in existing conditions of world com- 
petition such maintenance was impossible without 
protective measures, and they went on to say that 
“We accept, therefore, the preliminary proposition 
that this Industry shall be adequately protected, and 
protected at once.’’ 


In arriving at this conclusion they had in mind, as 
stated in a later Report, not only the interests of the 
heavy Iron and Steel Industry and of the nation 
generally, but also the interests of the users of semi- 
inished iron and steel products who had been among 
the largest importers of foreign iron and _ steel. 
‘Although the very low prices at which they have 


been able to obtain these products have enabled some 
manufacturers to make very large profits, there is no 
doubt that should our native Iron and Steel Industry 
succumb to foreign competition these secondary in- 
dustries would be gravely imperilled. In the long run, 
therefore, these users of semi-finished products are as 
vitally interested in the maintenance of a prosperous 
Iron and Steel Industry in this country as are the pro- 
ducers themselves.”’ 

Proceeding from these assumptions, the Committee 
recommended the imposition of a temporary duty of 
334 per cent. on a wide range of iron and steel products 
pending the formulation of proposals of a more 
permanent character. In a later Report the Committee 
stated that further investigation of the position led 
them ‘‘ to the conclusion (that had been reached in 
almost all previous enquiries into the Industry) that 
the grant of protection would not suffice to place the 
Industry in a position to play its proper part in the 
national economy unless it were accompanied by a 
considerable measure of reorganisation,’’ and on the 
invitation of the Government the Committee undertook 
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to endeavour to arrange for such reorganisation to be 
carried out. 


Sertina Up or NATIONAL COMMITTEE 


A representative meeting of the Industry was 
accordingly called by the Advisory Committee on 
June 3, 1932, when Sir George May, as Chairman of 
the Committee, suggested to the conference the 
appointment of a number of Committees to prepare 
a scheme. At that meeting he made it clear that, 
provided the Industry was prepared to carry through 
a satisfactory scheme of reorganisation, it was the in- 
tention of the Advisory Committee to recommend such 
a measure of protection as was necessary to make that 
scheme effective, and in the meantime to continue 
the existing temporary duty. 


As a result of that meeting, a National Committee 
of the whole Industry was set up by the Advisory Com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Mr. Charles Mitchell, 
Chairman of Messrs. Dorman Long and Company, 
Limited, and with Sir William Larke, K.B.E., Director 
of the National Federation of Iron and Steel Manu- 
facturers, as Secretary. This Committee proceeded to 
appoint a smaller Executive Committee and four 
Regional Committees for Scotland, the North-East 
Coast, South Wales and for the remaining producing 
areas of the country comprising the Midlands, Lincoln- 
shire and the North-West. Stub-committees were also 
appointed to deal with the special problems presented 
by the wrvught iron, special steel, steel castings and 
steel forgings sections of the Industry. 


These Committees had been at work little more than 
a month when the original period of three months fixed 
for the temporary duty expired and the Government, 
on the recommendation of the Advisory Committee, 
extended this period for another three months, i.e., 
until October 25, 1932. When the situation came to 
be reviewed towards the end of that period it was 
apparent that, although some progress had been made 
in certain sections of the Industry, little advance had 
been made with the preparation of a general scheme 
of reorganisation. 


PREPARATION OF SCHEME 


The whole position was discussed at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee on October 10, which Sir George 
May attended, and a unanimous assurance was given 
that the Committee would press on with the prepara- 
tion of the scheme. On the strength of this assurance 
the Advisory Comittee recommended to the Treasury 
that the existing duty should be continued for a further 
period of not less than two years from October 26, 
1932, ** subject to satisfactory progress being made 
in the preparation of the scheme of reorganisation and 
in putting the approved scheme into force.’’ This re- 
commendation was accepted by the Treasury and duly 
approved by the House of Commons. 


With a view to carrying this assurance into effect, 
the Executive Committee appointed a sub-committee 
consisting of their Chairman and Secretary, together 
with Sir Alfred Hurst in a consultative capacity, to 
prepare a scheme for their consideration. After amend- 
ment this scheme was finally recommended by the 
Executive Committee to the National Committee on 
February 22 last in the following terms :— 


‘* That this scheme be referred to the National 
Committee and recommended for acceptance as 
providing machinery whereby the progressive 
organisation of the Industry may be achieved.”’ 


The scheme was thereupon circulated to the thirty- 
four members of the National Committee and at a 
special meeting on March 10 last the following resolu- 
tion was moved after full discussion and carried by 
26 votes to 6:— 


‘““ This National Committee accepts the memo- 
randum dated February 22 and the general outline 
of the scheme referred to therein and directs that 
it be forwarded forthwith to the Import Duties

Advisory Committee, together with a statement of 
the measure of support accorded to it by tig 
Committee, this action being in fulfilment of the 
undertaking given by the National Executive Com. 
mittee on October 10 last to the Chairman of the 
Import Duties Advisory Committee.’’ 


In his letter of March 13, 1933, submitting the 
scheme to the Advisory Comniittee, Mr. Charies 
Mitchell states that ‘‘ of the six dissentients, three 
are makers of foundry pig iron who it is understood did 
not object to the scheme per se, but considered that 
their interests were not sufficiently identified with those 
of the other producers of iron and steel to make it desir. 
able that they should participate in the scheme. Of 
the other dissentients, one was a manufacturer of pig 
iron, One a wrought iron maker and the other a stee!| 
maker.’”’ | 


THE SCHEME OF REORGANISATION 


Issued with Mr. Mitchell’s letter and the scheme and 
memorandum were the reply of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee and—most important of all—a 
copy of a letter from the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to the Import Duties Advisory Committee in regard to 
the scheme. This letter reaffirms the view of the 
Government as to the vital importance to the nation of 
a prosperous Iron and Steel Industry. At the same 
time, it shows a desire to give the Industry the fullest 
possible opportunity of setting its own house in order, 
recognising that opinion in the Industry is still over- 
whelmingly against invoking compulsory powers. It 
concludes, however, with an assurance that ‘‘ so long 
as the Government are satisfied of the determination of 
the Industry to set its house in order they will be ready 
to give such support to its efforts as may from time to 
time appear necessary to enable this great enterprise to 
be brought to a successful conclusion.’’ 


** ONLY THE First STAGE ’”’ 


In forwarding this letter to the National Committee 
the Advisory Committee call particular attention to the 
passage in Mr. Chamberlain’s letter that only the first 
stage has been reached and that much remains to be 
done before the Industry can be said to be properly 
organised, and in this connection they note the state- 
ment in the covering memorandum that this scheme 
‘ may perhaps more correctly be described as a scheme 
for establishing the machinery whereby a reorganisa- 
tion of the Industry may be carried out rather than a 
scheme of reorganisation itself and its ultimate success 
will depend upon the degree and single-mindedness 
with which that machinery is used.’’ 


In conveying to the National Committee the invita- 
tion of the Government to press on with the steps neces- 
sary to put the scheme into force, the Advisory Com- 
mittee state that they will be glad to continue to render 
any necessary assistance within their power. 


CORRELATION OF PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION 


Turning to the document approved by the National 
Committee, the memorandum covering the scheme be- 
gins by referring to the great post-war problem of in- 
dustry, not only of the iron and steel industry but of 
industry generally, viz., that of correlating production 
and consumption. A _ satisfactory solution of this 
problem must involve a considerable measure of control 
of production both international and also among pro- 
ducers in our own country, and the authors of the 
scheme set out to constitute an organisation for the 
iron and steel industry which shall be able, on the one 
hand, to negotiate agreements with producers abroad, 
and, on the other, to apply the necessary degree of 
control at home. 


They realise, however, that this control must not 
simply stabilise things as they are. There is con- 
siderable lee-way to be made up in certain sections of 
the industry both in equipment and in organisation.

“TRoN AND STEEL CORPORATION OF GREAT BRITAIN.’ 


The National Committee sets out to achieve these 
objects by co-operative action within the industry. 
While recognising the importance of further amalga- 
mations, whether of a horizontal or vertical charac- 
ter, it holds that these alone cannot provide a complete 
lution of present difficulties, and it proposes to build 
up a comprehensive national machinery for the industry 
yithin which the advantages of both combined action 
and individual enterprise may be secured. 


This machinery consists of a dozen or so associa- 
tions, each dealing with a group of products co-ordin- 
ated by an Iron and Steel Corporation of Great Britain 
s organised as to give a reasonable balance of interests 
to the producing and consuming sections of the 
industry. 

The Associations would be a development of the 

many existing Associations of the industry, but would 
be fewer in number, far more compact and permanent 
in organisation, and directed more definitely towards 
securing the progressive concentration of production in 
the more efficient plants and to the promotion of the 
export trade. Each would be autonomous in matters 
of purely domestic concern, but would be under the 
gneral guidance of the Corporation in questions of 
general policy, agreements and other matters affecting 
other sections of the industry. The Corporation would 
not own or operate any iron or steel works, and would 
lave no power itself of interference with the rights of 
any individual producer. 
In addition to its co-ordinating and supervisory 
functions, it is contemplated that the Corporation 
would, on its constitution, take over the existing func- 
tions of the National Federation of Iron and Steel 
Manufacturers which would then be wound up.

Dear Sir George May, April 6, 1933. 

I have to thank you for. your letter of March 27 
covering various documents concerning the draft 
scheme for the future reorganisation of the Iron and 
steel Industry, together with your own Memorandum 
m the same subject. 

I have now carefully considered these documents, 
ind after consultation with my colleagues I desire to 
make the following observations upon them :— 

From the outset the Government have made clear 
their view that an efficient and prosperous iron and 
steel industry is essential to this country, and that the 
duties imposed on foreign imports were intended to 
provide opportunity for the reorganisation which was 
necessary for this purpose. From the beginning also 
they have expressed the opinion that those engaged 
in the industry were best qualified to formulate a 
satisfactory scheme or schemes, and recognising all 
the difficulties which had to be overcome they have 
been ready to afford reasonable time for orderly and 
careful planning so long as they could be satisfied that 
proper progress was being made. 

Accordingly I welcome the evidence now afforded 
that work on reorganisation has been steadily pro- 
ceeding, and I regard the present proposals as con- 
stituting a real step forward in the required direction. 

You will, however, recognise that only the first stage 
has been reached and that much remains to be done 
before the industry can be said to be properly equipped 
and organised. 

I trust, therefore, that the industry as a whole and 
al! sections thereof will press on with the work which 
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they have so well begun. I understand that opinion 
in the industry is still overwhelmingly against invok- 
ing compulsory powers, and I hope that the industry 
will be able to bring about a proper measure of re- 
organisation on a voluntary basis. 

While the Government must necessarily reserve 
complete discretion as to the precise action, legislative 
or otherwise, they may deem it expedient to take in 
any circumstances which may arise, I desire to assure 
you and the industry that, so long as the Government 
are satisfied of the determination of the industry to 
set its house in order, they will be ready to give such 
support to its efforts as may from time to time appear 
necessary to enable this great enterprise to be brought 
to a successful conclusion. 

I shall be glad if you will keep me informed of the 
progress made.

TRADE WITH CHINA 


The Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai has observed 
that a considerable number of United Kingdom firms 
are at the present time seeking to establish connections 
in China. 

In corresponding with local firms, it is important in 
their own interests that United Kingdom firms should 
give full information about themselves and furnish 
commercial references. 

The Commercial Counsellor is of opinion that by fol- 
lowing this course, which is usually taken by other 
firms entering the market, United Kingdom manufac- 
turers and merchants would increase considerably their 
chances of securing the right connections with the least 
delay, a matter at present attended by no little 
difficulty. 


EXCHANGE CONTROL IN ARGENTINA 


According to telegraphic information a Circular has 
been issued by the Exchange Control Commission 
which includes the instruction that in future permits 
must be procured from them for payments for any 
kind of goods in excess of 1,000 paper pesos. Hitherto 
amounts up to 5,000 paper pesos on sight documented 
bills have not required this permit except in the case of 
textiles and silk yarns. 

Permits will still be required for payments of any 
value for imported goods of the following description : — 

Jewellery, watchmakers’ wares of all types and cate- 
gories, silverware, goldsmiths’ wares and fancy goods 
in general, radio materials, perfumery, floor polishing 
machines and vacuum cleaners, motor-cars, bazaar 
goods and toys, cinematograph films and articles, silk 
cloth of all categories, furs, liqueurs and fine wines.

EXCHANGE CONTROL IN BRAZIL 


Circular C.4091, referred to in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of 
March 9 (page 381), quoted a translation of the instruc- 
tions issued by the Bank of Brazil in regard to their 
future procedure for collection of drafts and presenta- 
tion of certified commercial invoices. 

As a result of further telegraphic enquiry, the Ex- 
change Manager at the Bank of Brazil has now agreed 
to accept sight bills, supported by documents, for 
collection, on condition that they are accompanied by 
instructions to deliver the documents against (a) Trust 
receipts or alternatively (b) Deposit of milreis. It has 
been ascertained that a ‘‘ trust receipt ’’ is a signed 
and stamped undertaking by the drawee not to acquire 
the ‘‘ possession or the ownership ’’ of the mer- 
chandise. 

The necessity for delivery of documents on the terms 
mentioned is the inability to obtain foreign drafts until 
the goods have been cleared through the Customs, and 
in this connection the instructions of the Bank of Brazil 
mentioned in C.4091 were supplemented by a circular 
to local banks in the following terms :— 

We bring to your notice that the Bank of Brazil will 
only give cover for foreign collections, representing 
value for imports of merchandise shipped from the ports 
of origin from March 8 onwards, after the said mer- 
chandise has been dispatched in the Brazilian Cus- 
toms and the drawees are thus able to prove by means 
of the fourth copy of the dispatch note that the duties 
have been duly paid. 

The text of the Federal Decree to which reference 
was made in the final paragraph of the Department of 
Overseas Trade’s Circular C.4096 was published in the 
‘“* B.T.J.”’ of March 23 (page 468).

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING RETURNS 
FOR MARCH QUARTER 


_ Statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping regard- 
ing merchant vessels under construction at the end of March 
last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there is an 
increase of 26,904 tons in the work in hand as compared 
with the very low figures for the previous quarter, but that 
the present total—252,401 tons—is 120,572 tons less than the 
tonnage which was being built at the end of March, 1982. 
The total for March, 1933, includes about 147,000 tons on 
which work has been suspended—132,000 tons of steamers 
and 15,000 tons of motorships. The slight increase recorded 
above in the quarterly total of work in hand is the first to 
be noted since March, 1930. About 65,000 tons—nearly 
26 per cent. of the tonnage now being built in this country 
are intended for registration abroad or for sale. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad—488,543 tons 
—is about 52,000 tons less than the work which was in hand 
at the end of December, 1932, and is the lowest recorded 
since December, 1909. Tonnage, included in this figure, on 
which work has been suspended amounts only to 1,325 tons 
of steamers and 30,038 tons of motorships. 


The five leading countries are:—France, 97,489 tons; 
Sweden, 82,332 tons; Italy, 59,098 tons; Japan, 55,570 tons; 
and Germany, 52,565 tons. 


The total tonnage under construction in the world 
amounts to 740,944 tons, of which 34:1 per cent. is being 
built in Great Britain and Ireland, and 65°9 per cent. 
abroad. 


In Great Britain and Ireland, 77,306 tons were com- 
menced during the last three months, this figure exceeding 
by more than 5,000 tons that of the tonnage on which work 
was started during the whole of the year 1932; and 12,942 
tons were launched, showing a decrease of 26,461 tons as 
compared with the December quarter. Similar figures for 
abread are 63,793 tons commenced, and 79,791 tons 
launched, showing a decrease, as compared with the previous 


quarter, of 12,578 tons in the tonnage commenced, and of 


94,047 tons in the tonnage launched. 


O1t TANKERS—MOTORSHIPS 


The oil tankers under construction in the world amount 
to 23 vessels of 169,690 tons, of which four vessels of 30,026 
tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, eight 
vessels of 54,000 tons in Sweden, and three of 34,152 tons in 
Italy. It is noteworthy that motorships account for over 
90 per cent. of the total tanker tonnage under construction, 
which comprises nearly 23 per cent. of the total steam and 
motor tonnage being built in the world. 


Of the 252.401 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Treland at the end of March, 58,981 tons consisted of 
motorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
heing constructed abroad (351,172 tons) was 214,426 tons 
in excess of that of the steamers. 


The vessels being built in the world at the end of March 
include seven motorships of between 8,000 and 10,000 tons 
each; seven motorships of between 10.000 and 20,000 tons; 
and three steamers and no motorships of 20,000 tons and 
upwards. 


MARINE ENGINES 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
fitted on board amounts to about 503,000; these figures in- 
clude 16 sets of turbine engines of about 413,000 shaft h.p. 
The h.p. of the steam reciprocating engines (about 90,000) 
only slightly exceeds 10 per cent. of the total h.p. of marine 
engines now being built in the world. The figures for oil 
engines aggregate about 381,000 h.p. 


Although inevitably affected by the continued reduction 
in the total amount of work in hand throughout the world, 
the tonnage being built under the inspection of Lloyd's 
Register at the end of March amounts to 459,310 tons, viz. : 
918.236 tons in Great Britain and Ireland and 241,074 tons 


abroad.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1982 


The Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for December, 1932, and for the six months of 1932-33 
recently made available by the Commonwealth Statistician, 
Janberra, states that imports were 23 per cent. lower in 
December than in the preceding month, while exports 
showed an increase of 2 per cent. In merchandise alone the 
decrease was 23 per cent. for imports, but exports showed a 
slight decrease. 

Exports of merchandise, valued in sterling at £8,221,000, 
were 2 per cent. below, but imports, valued at £4,375,000, 
were 20 per cent. above, the corresponding month of 1931. 
The increase in imports is chiefly in production goods, 
viz., cornsacks, petroleum, motor chassis, cotton and linen 
piece-goods, lubricating oils, kerosene, tools of trade, cotton 
yarns, etc. 

There was, therefore, a favourable commodity balance of 
£3,846,000 for the month under review, as compared with 
£4,712,000 for the previous December. For the six months 
ended December, 1932, the commodity balance was 
£6,559,000, as compared with £14,100,000 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1931-32; while, taking shipments of bullion and 
specie into consideration, the favourable balance was 
£9,526,000 for the last six months of 1932, and £17,243,000 
for the corresponding six months of the previous year. 
While there still appears to be no chance of completing the 
year 1932 without calling on oversea reserves, the trend 
in recent months has been more satisfactory than was 
anticipated earlier in the year. The progressive balances 
for the months of July to December, 1932, were respec- 
tively: —July, — £212,000; August, — £2,069,000; Sep- 
tember, ~— £183,000; October, + £2,187,000; November, 
+ £5,076,000., December, + £9,526,000. 

The trade balance for December, 1932, and for the six 
months, compared with the corresponding periods of last

Imports (values in sterling) during December, 1932, 
amounted to £4,450,000 (of which £4,375,000 represented 
merchandise and £75,000 bullion and specie), as compared 
with £5,773,000 (£5,663,000 for merchandise and £110,000 
bullion and specie) for November, and £3,685,000 (£3,655,000 
for merchandise and £30,000 for bullion and specie) for 
December of 1931. Compared with the corresponding month 
of 1931, imports increased in all classes except (II)—food- 
stuffs of vegetable origin, £190,000 (£230,000); (XIII)— 
rubber and leather manufactures, £47,000 (£53,000); and 
(XV1)—--paper and stationery, £305,000 (£351,000). The 
greatest increases were in metals and machinery, £848,000 
(£539,000); apparel, textiles, etc., £1,205,000 (£1,086,000). 
drugs, chemicals and fertilisers, £304,000 (£206,000); mis. 
cellaneous, £230,000 (£176,000); oils, fats and waxes, 
£484,000 (£448,000). 

For the six months ended December, 1932, imports 
amounted to £30,951,000, of which £30,366,000 represented 
merchandise and £585,000 bullion and specie, in comparison 
with £21,553,000 (merchandise £21,270,000, bullion and 
specie £283,000) for the corresponding period of 1931. Im- 
ports of merchandise increased by 43 per cent. over the 
corresponding six months of 1931-32, the classes of imports 
showing the largest proportionate increases being: bullion 
and specie, 107 per cent.; paper and stationery, 18 per cent. ; 
wood and wicker, 64 per cent.; earthenware, etc., 83 per 
cent.; spirituous and alcoholic liquors, 79 per cent.; mis- 
cellaneous, 70 per cent.; metals and machinery, 69 per 
cent.; drugs, chemicals and fertilisers, 68 per cent.; 
jewellery, timepieces and fancy goods, 58 per cent.; oils, 
fats and waxes, 56 per cent.; vegetable substances and 
fibres, 55 per cent. 

The main items showing the greatest absolute increases in 
value, as compared with the corresponding six months of 
1931, were: corn and flour sacks, £1,771,000 (£983,000); 
petroleum, £1,954,000 (£1,249,000); motor chassis and 
parts, £711,000 (£144,000); cotton and linen piece-goods, 
£2,918,000 (£2,409,000); silk piece-goods, £1,745,000 
(£1,435,000); other piece-goods, £324,000 (£188,000); gold 
bullion and specie, £564,000 (£274,000) ; carpets, linoleums, 
etc., £436,000 (£224,000); crockery, £232,000 (£143,000); 
timber, undressed, £478,000 (£299,000); lubricating oils, 
£402,000 (£241,000); kerosene, £340,000 (£203,000) ; tools of 
trade, £279,000 (£145,000); hides and skins, £244,000 
(£112,000). Plated ware, vessels, cotton yarns, glassware, 
yarn-making and textile-making machinery, and printing 
paper all disclose increases of over £100,000. 


Export TRADE 


Exports (values in Australian currency) of merchandise in 
December last were £10,296,000, as compared with 
£10,314,000 in November and £10,500,000 in December, 
1931. Exports of bullion and specie amounted to £770,000, 
compared with £546,000 in November and £848,000 in 
December, 1931. The total exports were valued at 
£11,067,000, compared with £10,860,000 in November and 
£11,348,000 in December, 1931. 

When compared with the corresponding month of 1931 
there was an increase in the exports of butter, £1,211,000 
(£1,159,000); eggs, £109,000 (£72,000); lamb, £365,000 
(£265,000); mutton, £127,000 (£46,000); milk and cream, 
£86,000 (£35,000); wheat, £1,466,000 (£1,155,000); fruits 
preserved in liquid, £52,000 (£30,000); pearshell, £24,000 
(£9,000); wool, scoured, £335,000 (£273,000) ; piece-goods, 
£16,000 (£12,000); films, £24,000 (£11,000). On the other 
hand, substantial decreases were shown over the same period, 
viz.: beef, £129,000 (£155,000); rabbits and hares, £24,000 
(£37,000); barley, £32,000 (£43,000); bran, pollard and 
sharps, £7,000 (£19,000); rice, £3,000 (£9,000); sugar, 
£167,000 (£443,000); other vegetable foodstuffs, £5,000 
(£12,000); wine, £93,000 (£137,000); tobacco, £17,000 
(£20,000); horses, £7,000 (£18,000); calf, cattle and horse 
skins, £29,000 (£34,000) ; kangaroo and wallaby skins, £8,000 
(£16,000); sheep skins, £139,000 (£188,000); wool, greasy, 
£4,368,000 (£4,645,000); fats and waxes, £3,000 (£13,000);

For the six months ended December 31, 1932, exports of 
merchandise totalled £46,248,000, equivalent to £36,925 ,000 
sterling, as compared with £45,740,000 (Australian), equiva- 
lent to £35,370,000 sterling, in the corresponding period of 
1931. Bullion and specie shipped overseas during the first 
ix months of 1932-33 amounted to £4,400,000 (Australian), 
in comparison with £4,371,000 for the corresponding period 
of 1931-32, the equivalent values in sterling being £3,552,000 
and £3,426,000, respectively. 

In quantity, compared with the corresponding six months 
of 1931-32, butter exports were 29 per cent. higher at a 
reduced price. Cheese increased 37 per cent., but main- 
tained its price. Beef fell away 26 per cent., with a drop 
in price. Lamb increased 11 per cent., but depreciated in 
price. Mutton decreased 51 per cent. in volume and in 
price also. Rabbits and hares increased 51 per cent., but de- 
creased slightly in price. Wheat was 10 per cent. less, but the 
price improved. Sugar fell away by 28 per cent., accom- 
panied by a slight drop in price. Exports of wool, greasy, in- 
creased by only 4 per cent., but at a better price. Wool, 
scoured, increased by 14 per cent. for an advanced price. 
Lead, pig and in matte, increased by 33 per cent., but was 
accompanied by a decrease in price. Zinc, on the other hand, 
decreased in volume by 31 per cent., but increased in price. 
Milk and cream increased 102 per cent. at a reduced price. 
Citrus fruit dropped off 20 per cent., with a falling off in 

rice.

and matte, £152,000 (£275,000); zinc, £284,000 (£383,000) ;

CANADA 
NON-FERROUS MINERAL PRODUCTION IN 
1932 

Canada’s mining industry, except for gold, passed through 
a trying time in 1932, in company with nearly all other 
productive industries, states the ‘‘ Preliminary Report on 
the Mineral Production of Canada during the calendar 
year 1932’ (Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa). 

Prices of many minerals reached the lowest level on 
record; several companies had to curtail production and 
others were forced to close down to await improved con- 
ditions. The gold mining industry, however, has oné 
advantage over all other industries, comments the Report, 
in that it produces a commodity which is in greatest demand 
in periods of low prices, does not have to be marketed, 
knows no import tariff walls, is not controlled by cartels, 
and is welcomed in every country. Thus gold has saved the 
mining industry from the full measure of disaster which has 
fallen upon other industrial enterprises, and Canada, now 
the second largest gold producing country in the world, has 
reaped benefits in proportion to her ability to produce this 
metal.

The total value of mineral production in Canada in 1932 
amounted to 182,320,150 dollars, a decrease of 20 per cent. 
from 1931, when the aggregate value was 228,029,018 dols. 
Metals as a group reached a total of 103,616,493 dols., as 
against 118,524,439 dols. in 1931; fuels, which include coal, 
natural gas, crude petroleum and peat, totalled 48,736,256 
dols., a decrease of 10-5 per cent. from the previous year; 
other non-metals, the principal items of which are asbestos, 
gypsum, salt, quartz, magnesite, ‘and sodium sulphate, 
totalled 7,724,239 dols., which was less by 29 per cent. than 
in 1931; and the structural materials group, including brick, 
cement, lime, stone, and sand and gravel, reflected the 
decrease in building programmes, and stood at 22,243,162 
dols., as compared with 44,158,295 dols. in the previous year. 


METALS 


Gold production in 1932 reached 3,051,581 fine ozs., valued 
at 63,061,103 dols., as against 2,693,892 fine ozs., valued at 
55,687,688 dols., in 1931.

The output of copper amounted to 247,678,503 lbs., valued 
at 15,294,022 dols., as compared with 292,304,390 lbs., valued 
at 24,114,065 dols., in the previous year.

Nickel production totalled 30,327,968 Ibs., valued at 
7,179,862 dols., as against 65,666,320 Ibs., valued at 
15,267,453 dols. The fall in quantity was 53-8 per cent. and 
in value 53-0 per cent. 

Production of silver aggregated 18,356,393 fine ozs., valued 
at 5,813,769 dols., as compared with 20,562,247 fine ozs., 
valued at 6,141,943 dols. The decline in quantity was 10:7 
per cent. and in value 5:3 per cent. 

The outturn of lead was 255,949,960 Ibs., valued at 
5,409,758 dols., as against 267,342,482 Ibs., valued at 
7,260,183 dols. The decline in quantity was only 4:3 per 
cent., but the fall in value was 25-5 per cent. 

Zine production amounted to 172,283,558 lbs., valued at 
4,144,454 dols., as compared with 237,245,451 lbs., valued at 
6,059,249 dols. The output thus showed a decline of 
27-4 per cent., and its value by 31-6 per cent.

As compared with February, 1932, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco decreased by Rs. 3,428,000 to Rs. 6,160,000 in 
February, 1933; raw materials declined by Rs. 2,045,000 to 
Rs. 1,585,000 and manufactured articles by Rs. 1,178,000 
to Rs. 3,351,000. Comparing the values of the imports in

Barley is well advanced; production 
over the whole of the Island is now expected to be below 
average. Potato planting continues, and the recent rains 
have improved prospects; there is very little demand, and 
prices have dropped. 

Land is being prepared for planting cotton; the area 
under irrigated cotton will be less than usual owing to the 
possibilities of a restricted supply of summer irrigation 
water. Prospects for new crop carobs indicate that pro- 
duction will be under average. There will be an increase 
in the area under tobacco.—Trade Commissioner for Cyprus 
in London.

The disastrous position of the Dominion’s chief source 
of income is at once apparent. Compared with 1929, the 
latest year’s figures show an improvement in quantity of 
every item specified, but a decline in total value, and a sub- 
stantial fall in unit value. In comparison with 1931, how- 
ever, 1932 shows an all-round increase in volume, while as 
regards total values, wool, frozen mutton, and cheese indi- 
cate increases, and lamb and butter decreases. The unit 
values in every case except cheese record appreciable 
decreases. 


Imports (excluding specie) at £2,029,725 during December 
were practically on a par with the previous month, but 
13-2 per cent. ahead of the total for December, 1931. For 
the twelve months the total values of imports (excluding 
specie) (£22,979,792) was 7-2 per cent. below that recorded 
for the previous year, and 37-4 per cent. below the average 
vearly total for the last five years.

The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total turn- 
over of foreign trade during February last was 3,788,400 
kroons, imports representing 1,698,800 krs., as compared 
with 2,357,900 krs. in February, 1932, while exports totalled 
2,089,600 krs. and 3,100,000 krs. respectively, a balance in 
favour of exports of 390,800 krs. 


The total value of imports for the first two months was 
4,308,200 krs., as against 6,078,800 krs. in the same period 
of 1932, while exports amounted to 4,079,300 krs. and 
5,709,500 krs. respectively, an adverse balance for the 
current year of 229,900 krs. 


As regards imports, Great Britain took second place 
during February with goods to a value of 312,700 krs., while 
Germany supplied 499,100 krs. Great Britain imported 
Iistonian goods to a value of 660,100 krs., as against 275,300 
krs. by Germany.

of 22 per cent. As regards the colonies and protectorates 
the value of imports into France totalled 1,127 million frs., 
as compared with 871 million frs., an increase of 29 per 
cent., and of exports from France to 1,046 million frs., as 
against 1,016 million frs., an increase of 3 per cent. 

French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed an unfavourable balance in the first two months of 
1933 of 2,074 million frs., as compared with one of 1,31] 
million frs. in the first two months of last year.

SIAM 
RICE CROP ESTIMATE 


The Acting Consul-General at Bangkok reports, concern- 
ing the second rice crop forecast, that the average estimated 
yield of 4-25 piculs of paddy per rai harvested has now 
increased to 4°30 piculs. The exportable surplus is now 
estimated at 26,440,000 piculs, or 1,570,000 tons, of rice and 
rice products. 


SWEDEN 
COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAT CONDITIONS 


Swedish commercial and industrial life suffered increas- 
ingly during the year 1932 from the general depression, 
intensified by the results of the Kreuger crash, which was 
felt particularly on the capital market and in the banking 
world. Nevertheless, powers of resistance still proved to 
be astonishingly great, which may be ascribed in some 
measure to the favourable effects of the depreciation of the 
Swedish krona. 

The decline in the level of interests which characterised 
the year 1932 ceased in November, when the average yield 
on the Swedish States ‘‘ Rentes ’’ was 4 per cent. This rate 
remained practically unchanged during December and the 
greater part of January. Since the end of the latter month, 
however, a certain stringency has been felt in anticipation 
of the demands which may be made on the capital market 
owing to Budget requirements. Since the month of 
September the bank rate has remained unchanged. 


Timber, Paper Putp anp [ron 


The position in the sawmills industry deteriorated further 
during 1932. It is true that shipments could be maintained 
at the same level as in 1931, but in spite of the depreciation 
of the Swedish krona the average of prices showed a decline. 
Furthermore the position on the home market, which had 
previously been satisfactory owing to briskness in the build- 
ing trade, showed signs of weakening. Prospects for the 
present year may be considered better than for 1932, in the 
first place owing to the fact that stocks at the sawmills, 
and apparently also in the hands of the middlemen in other 
countries, are unusually small, and in the second place 
owing to the fact that the Russian contract concluded with 
the English Import Organisation, which was submitted as 
early as the middle of January, was this time received with 
greater confidence by the importers. In consequence sales 
have been livelier than at the beginning of 1932. 

The export of paper pulp, which was still fairly well 
maintained during 1931—partly as a result of the increased 
production capacity of the sulphate industry—deteriorated 
considerably during 1932. The decline, which amounted to 
18 per cent. for the whole pulp export, affected all sorts of 
paper pulp. Prospects for the current year seem better 
than last year, in so far as the position of stocks for the 
paper pulp industry is very favourable. Sales for delivery 
in the present year have not been particularly brisk, with 
the exception of wet mechanical pulp, for which 70 to 75

per cent. of the estimated production for 1933 had beep 
placed at the turn of the year. 

In certain respects the year 1932 brought a decline jn 
the iron industry. In spite of the depreciation of the krona, 
export could not be maintained even at the low level of 
1931, and as a consequence prices fell, especially for pig 
iron. Restrictions on the export market naturally con. 
tributed largely to this deterioration. On the other hand, 
enterprises working for the home market received increasing 
support, as a result of the currency position, through which 
successful competition could be carried on in certain 
cases against foreign iron._-Swedish Consulate-General in 
London.

MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON SILK

With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 9 
(page 390), stating, iter ali, that with effect from 
March 1, 1933, Customs duties of 50 per cent. ad valorem 
or 4 annas per square yard whichever is higher had been 
enforced in respect of ‘silk or artificial silk piece-goods 
other than fents of not more than 9 yards in length,’’ H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has now reported that a 
motion was passed in the Legislative Assembly on March 16, 
amending this item by the omission of the words ‘ silk or.”’ 
The result is that ‘‘ artificial silk piece-goods other than 
fents of not more than 9 yards in length ’’ are dutiable at 
50 per cent. ad valorem or 4 annas per square yard which- 
ever is higher, while ‘“ silk piece-goods ”’ are dutiable at 
50 per cent. ad valorem.

ARGENTINA 
EXPORT DUTY LAW ABROGATED 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Law (No. 
11,672), dated January 3, complementary to the Budget Law 
of 1933, providing, inter alia, for the abrogation of Law No. 
11,274 of November 8, 1923, which provided for the levy of 
export duties on cattle, agricultural produce, frozen and 
chilled beef, frozen mutton, butter, preserved meats, un- 
washed wool, quebracho logs and extracts, margarine, etc. 

The Law of 1923 provided that the duties were to be levied 
at 12 per cent. or 15 per cent. of the amount by which the 
valuations of goods at the time of the making out of the 
shipping or warehousing permit exceeded the ‘‘ basic prices’”’ 
fixed for various commodities by the Law. Owing to the fall 
in prices, the only goods subject to export duty recently 
were quebracho logs.

TEMPORARY IMPORTATION AND 
KXPORTATION 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Decree No. 
4093, published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial’’ for February 23, 
which approves regulations relating to temporary importa- 
tion into, and exportation from, Chile. 

Under these regulations goods may be imported without 
payment of duty, but a bond must be given for the amount 
of duties properly leviable, the bond being cancelled on 
exportation of the goods. 

The following goods enjoy the privilege of temporary 
importation :— 

(a) Samples of foreign goods; 

(6) wardrobes, musical instruments, scenery, etc., for 

theatrical performances ; 
machinery or parts thereof which may be imported 

for repair and those which may be regarded as 
samples for trial purposes ; 
(d) instruments, utensils, etc., for scientific expeditions 
or touring; 
(e) vehicles for recreation or touring for use on casual 
outings; 
(f) packing materials; 
(g) material necessary for conferences or exhibitions; and 
(i) goods which the General Board of Customs, with 
approval of the President of the Republic, may 
determine.

The customary duration of this privilege will be for six 
months (four months in the case of vehicles), but the period 
may be extended by consent of the Board of Customs.

The French ‘ Journal Officiel”? of April 7 contains a 
Decree, dated April 6 and effective from April 7, with- 
drawing the ‘‘ exchange compensation’’ surtax on Nor- 
wegian goods imported into France. 


{This withdrawal is made in virtue of a Commercial 
Arrangement signed on April 4 between France and Norway 
under which, in return for certain concessions by Norway, 
France undertakes to withdraw the ‘‘ exchange compensa- 
tion’’ surtax on Norwegian goods. The surtax may, how- 
ever, be reimposed after two months’ notice if Norway in- 
creases the duties on certain French products, or if Nor- 
wegian currency depreciates from its existing level as com- 
pared with French currency by more than 20 per cent. ] 


LICENCE TAX ON IMPORTED COFFEE 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 9 contains a 
Decree, dated April 8, which provides that persons import- 
ing coffee into France (except Saar) and Algeria under 
licence or quota certificate are to pay a special tax of 100 
francs per 100 kilogs. in respect of coffee in the husk or bean 
and of 130 francs per 100 kilogs. in respect of roasted or 
ground coffee. This tax will be levied in the same way as 
the Statistical Tax at the time of declaration to the Customs 
for consumption. 


[The above tax is imposed under Article 56 of the Budget 
Law of February 28, which provides that during 1933 the 
importers of any product subject to quota restriction which 
is imported under licence or quota certificate may be re-

TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF THE CUSTOMS 
DUTY ON GU‘ STRINGS

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ’’ (Lisbon) for April 1 contains 
a Decree (No. 22,389), dated March 29, which prescribes 
regulations governing the importation into Portugal and 
the adjacent islands of seeds, plants, trees, fruits, cuttings, 
grafts, bulbs, tubers, rhizomes, etc. A translation of the 
more important sections of the Decree are given below. The 
complete text may be seen by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 


Article 1.—Seeds of horticultural or agricultural plants 
or trees, being the produce of European and non-European 
countries, and living plants, or cuttings for propagation, 
rhizomes, bulbs and tubers, being the produce of any 
Kuropean country, with the exception of (a) elm trees and 
(b) potatoes into the Azores from Madeira, may be imported 
without licence. 


Article 2.—The importation into Portugal and the adja- 
cent islands of living plants, cuttings, graftings, rhizomes, 
bulbs and tubers coming from extra-European countries, 
whether or not Portuguese territories (excluding the ad- 
jacent islands), is subject to the special authorisation of the 
Director-General of Agriculture. 


Article 3.—Consignments of living plants or parts of 
plants for propagation must be accompanied by certificates 
of origin and freedom from disease issued by the Phyto- 


pathological Service of the country of origin, in which must.

be stated the names of the exporter and the consignee, the 
exact nature of the consignment, its markings, weight and 
condition. 

In case of the following, the additional declarations men- 
tioned below are required :— 


(a) Lucerne seeds, a declaration that they are free from 
dodder. : 

(b) Peas and beans for sowing or consumption, a declara- 
tion that no choke-vetch seeds (orobanquias) are 
included. 

(c) Rooted plants, cuttings, bulbs, tubers, rhizomes and 
other parts of plants which come in contact with 
the soil, a declaration that they are free from black 
wart (Synchytrium endobioticum) and have come 
from a place over five kilometres from a district 
where such disease exists. 

(dj) Pear trees, cuttings and graftings are to be accom- 
| panied by declaration as (c) above and of freedom 
from American blight (Bacterium amylovorus). 

(ce) Chestnut trees, cuttings and graftings are to be 
accompanied by a declaration as (a) above, also of 
freedom from American canker (Endothia para- 
sitica) and the disease (Phytophthora cambivora), 
and that they originate at a place at least five 
kilometres from where such disease exists. 

({) Vines, cuttings and grafts, a declaration as (¢) above, 
also of freedom from the virus disease called 
‘* Court-noué.” 

(9) Potatoes, tomatoes and melons, a declaration as 
already provided for by Decrees No. 20,535 of 


November 20, 1931, and No. 21,172 of April 27, 1932. 


Article 4..-Rooted plants, bulbs, rhizomes and tubers 
must be free of soil, and packed when necessary in moss or 
peat. 

Article 7.—All plants and parts of plants imported into 
Portugal and the adjacent islands are subject to inspection. 


Inspections will be carried out in the Customs Houses 
at Lisbon, Pérto, Ponta Delgado, Horta, Angra de 
Heroismo, Funchal and Leixoes by the Phytopathological 
Inspectors. Inspections may take place at other ports 
by special permission. 

Seeds other than lucerne, peas and beans will not be 
examined, 

Consignments may only be delivered to the consignee 
after a duplicate of the health certificate has been 
delivered to the Customs authorities. 


Article 8.—-All plants and, in particular, olives, oranges 
and other tree fruits will be fumigated by the Phyto- 
pathological Inspectors, when considered necessary, before 
proceeding to their destination. 

Article 9.—Imported fruits will be inspected in the 
Customs, and only admitted when certified as free from the 
cochineal insect (‘‘ cochonilas exoticas ”’) and, in particular, 
from the scale disease (‘‘ Aspidiotus perniciosus ’’). 


SWEDEN 


EXCISE DUTIES ON TOBACCO AND 
TOBACCO PRODUCTS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Legation at Stock- 
holm has forwarded a copy of a Swedish Royal Decree, dated 
February 27, and effective as from March 1, which imposes 
revised rates of Excise duty on tobacco and tobacco pro- 
ducts, both of Swedish and non-Swedish manufacture. The 
revised rates applicable to those of non-Swedish manu- 
facture are given below :— 


Article Rate of Duty 

Cigars—29 per cent. of the retail price or value plus 4 ore 
each. 

Cigarillos—38 per cent. of the retail price or value plus 2 ore 
each. 


Cigarettes with fixed paper mouthpiece—45 per cent. of the 
retail price or value plus 1°30 Gre each. 

Other cigarettes—47 per cent. of the retail price or value plus 
1-30 Gre each. 

Pipe tobacco—48 per cent. of the retail price or value plus 
1:50 kr. per kilog. 

Chewing tobacco—42 per cent. of the retail price or value plus 
1°50 kr. per kilog. 

Snuff—40 per “—_ of the retail price or value plus 1°50 kr. per 
kilog.

The specific duties on beer (including ale, stout, porter 
and cider) and on perfumed spirits and alcoholic toilet 
preparations containing more than 5 per cent. of absolute 
alcohol remain unchanged but the alternative ad valorem 
duties have been raised from 30 per cent. to 334 per cent. 

The import duty on all articles not specially mentioned 
in the Tariff has been increased from 20 per cent. to 25 per 
cent. ad valorem and not to 30 per cent. ad valorem as 
previously stated.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the

Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes 
of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 128-67 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
hanks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


SWITZERLAND 


FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: CERTAIN 
CEREALS AND FEEDING STUFFS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 30 (page 511), it should be noted 
that the Swiss ‘ Zollnachrichten’’ of April 1 contains a 
revised Decree, dated March 27, which somewhat modifies 
the restrictions previously announced on the import of 
various cereals and feeding-stuffs into Switzerland. In 
accordance with this Decree, it is only in respect of wheat 
and rye that import will take place under licence from the 
‘‘ Société coopérative suisse des ceréales et matiéres four- 
rageres’’ and within the limits of fixed quotas. In the case 
of all the other goods affected, the right of importation is 
vested exclusively in the above Society. The Federal De- 
partment of Public Economy retains the power to confine 
these restrictions to goods from specified countries. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


DUTY ON CERTAIN TYPES OF MACHINERY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade 
has forwarded particulars of a Ministerial Order, dated 
March 22, which has the effect of abolishing the import duty 
exemption hitherto accorded to certain types of machinery

Proposed Tariff Changes 





BRITISH INDIA 
PROPOSED TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 22, 1932 (pages 886-894), regarding the Customs Tariff 
changes to give effect to the preferences provided for in 
the United Kingdom—lIndia Trade Agreement, H.M. Trad« 
Commissioner at Calcutta has now reported that a Bill 
was introduced into the Indian Legislative Assembly on 
March 16*, to correct certain small errors which appeared 
in the Indian Tariff (Ottawa Trade Agreement) Amend- 
ment Act, 1932, and to make certain amendments thereto. 

The text of the Bill, together with the statement of 
objects and reasons for the amendments, is reproduced 
below. 


‘“ It is hereby enacted as follows :— 


Short Title 


1. This Act may be called the Indian Tariff (Ottawa Trade 
Agreement) Supplementary Amendment Act, 1933. 


Amendment of the Second Schedule to Act VIII of 1894 


2. In the Second Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1894, 
there shall be made the amendments specified in the 
Schedule to this Act. 


The Schedule 


{Nore.—The effect of the amendments 1 to 14 has been 
indicated in brackets under each amendment. Where the 
proposed new text of Tariff items has been given, words 
added to the text are shown in italics and words deleted 
are shown within square brackets. See also statement of 
objects and reasons immediately following the Schedule. | 

1. In Item No. 50, after the word ‘‘ green’’ the words 
and brackets ‘‘ (ferrous sulphate) ’’ shall be added. 

(Item No. 50 will read:—Copperas, green (ferrous sul- 
phate). Duty: 24 per cent. ad valorem from all countries.) 


2. In Item No. 88 the words ‘‘ ferrous sulphate ’”’ shall 
be omitted. 

(item No. 88 will read :—The following chemicals, drugs 
and medicines, namely, acetic, carbolic, citric and oxalic 
acids, naphthalene, potassium chlorate and potassium 
cyanide, bicarbonate of soda, borax, sodium silicate, arsenic, 
calcium carbide, glycerine [ferrous sulphate], lead, 
magnesium and zinc compounds not otherwise specified, 
aloes, asafoetida cocaine, sarsaparilla and storax.—Duty: 
25 per cent. ad valorem from all countries). 

4. In Item No. 93, after the words ‘‘ white lead,” the 
words ‘‘ moist white lead ’’ shall be inserted. 

(Item No. 93 will read—The following paints, colours and 
painters’ materials, namely, barytes, reduced dry red lead 
and white lead, moist white lead, reduced dry zinc white 
and moist zinc white, turpentine, turpentine substitute,

and varnish not containing dangerous petroleum within the 
meaning of the Indian Petroleum Act, 1899—Duty: 25 per 
cent. ad valorem from all countries.) 


4. In Item No. 98, the words ‘‘ copper braziers’’ shal} 
be omitted. 


(Item No. 98 will read—All sorts of metals other than 
iron and steel, and manufactures thereof, not otherwise 
specified including unwreught ingots, blocks and bars of 
aluminium, scrap copper [copper braziers] and lead sheets 
for tea chests—Dufy: 25 per cent. ad valorem from all 
countries. ) 

5. After Item No. 98 the following heading and item 
shall be inserted, namely :— 


‘‘ Paper, Pasteboard and Stationery 


99. Printing paper, all sorts not otherwise specified 
which contain mechanical wood pulp amounting 
to not less than 70 per cent. of the fibre content; 
and strawboard, all sorts.’’ 


(This is a proposed new item—Duty: 25 per cent. ad 


valorem from all countries.) 


6. Item No. 117 shall be omitted. 

(Item No. 117 reads—[Strawboard, all sorts]—Duty: 
25 per cent. ad valorem from all countries—see Item 99 
above.) 


7. After Item No. 118 the following item shall be inserted, 
namely : 
‘119. Tea chests and parts and fittings thereof.”’ 


(This is a proposed new item—Duty: 25 per cent. ad 
valorem from all countries.) 


8. In Item No. 185, after the word ‘“‘ specified,’’ the words 
‘‘ including incandescent mantles but ’’ shall be inserted. 


(Item No. 185 will read—Hardware, ironmongery and 
tools, all sorts not otherwise specified, including incandescent 
mantles but excluding machine tools and agricultural imple- 
ments—Duties: 30 per cent. ad valorem (Standard Rate); 
20 per cent. ad valorem (United Kingdom).) 


9. In Item No. 197, for the word ‘‘and,”’ where it first 
occurs, the words ‘“‘ including chrome, marble, flint, poster 
and stereo printing paper; ’”’ shall be substituted. 

(Item No. 197 will read—Paper, including chrome, marble, 
flint, poster and stereo printing paper; articles made of 
paper and papier maché; pasteboard, millboard and card- 
board, all sorts other than strawboard; and stationery, in- 
cluding drawing and copy-books, labels, advertising circu- 
lars, sheet or card almanacs and calendars, Christmas, 
Easter, and other cards, including cards in booklet form; 
including also waste paper, but excluding paper and 
stationery otherwise specified—Duties: 30 per cent. ad 
valorem (Standard Rate); 20 per cent. ad valorem (United 
Kingdom).) 

10. In Item No. 222, for the entry in the second column* 
the following entry shall be substituted, namely :— 

** Lubricating oil, that is, oil such as is not ordinarily 
used for any other purpose than lubrication, excluding 
any mineral oil which has its flashing point below two 
hundred degrees of the Fahrenheit thermometer by 
Abel’s close test.’’ (Duties—Two annas six pies per 
Imperial gallon (Standard Rate) ; six pies per Imperial 
gallon (United Kingdom). 

(Item No. 222 reads—[ Mineral oil which has its flash- 
ing point at or above two hundred degrees of the 
Fahrenheit thermometer by Abel’s close test and is 
such as is not ordinarily used for any other purpose than 
for lubrication ]|—Duties: Two annas six pies per Im- 
perial gallon (Standard Rate); six pies per Imperial 
gallon (United Kingdom).) 


11. In item No. 228, the figures and words ‘‘ 15 per cent.” 
in the sixth columnf shall be omitted. 


(The effect of this proposed amendment is to make 
‘‘chemicals, namely, cadmium sulphide, cobalt oxide, 
selenium, uranium oxide and zine oxide’”’ dutiable at 25 
per cent. ad valorem instead of at 15 per cent. ad valorem 
when imported from a British colony.) 


12. In Item No. 229, for the figures ‘‘ 231’ the figures

The rates of duty proposed for this item are 15 per cent. 
ad valorem (United Kingdom Rate) and 25 per cent. ad 
valorem (Standard Rate). 

(This is a proposed new item. See statement of objects 
and reasons below.) 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

A few inaccuracies and discrepancies in the Indian Tariff 
(Ottawa Trade Agreement) Amendment Act, 1932, have 
been brought to light by a further scrutiny of the Schedules 
to that Act and by practical experience of the new tariffs, 
and the object of this Bill is to correct them. The substance 
of the Bill is contained in the Schedule of amendments, 
the items whereof are explained below in detail. 


Items 1 and 2.—Ferrous sulphate (green iron sulphate) is 
the same substance as green copperas specified in Item 
No. 50 of the Import Schedule. Its inclusion in Item 
No. 88 was by inadvertence. These two items delete the 
reference to ferrous sulphate in Item No. 88 and amend 
ltem No. 50 so as to avoid misconception in the future. 


Item 3 supplies an omission by including moist white 
lead among the painters’ materials which are not subject to 
preferential duties. 


Item 4.—In accordance with the Trade Agreement copper 
sheets and copper braziers have been made dutiable under 
Item No. 196 and Item No. 98, respectively, of the Import 
Schedule. It is now found that in practice no distinction 
between the two is recognised by the trade, and it is accord- 
ingly proposed to delete the reference to copper braziers 
in Item No. 98 of the Schedule so that they will become 
automatically included jn Item No. 196. 


Items 5, 6 and 9.—Newsprint is expressly excluded from 
preference by No. 120 of Schedule F to the Ottawa Trade 
Agreement. No heading for newsprint as such exists in 
the Import Schedule, but Item No. 155 of that Schedule, 
which gives protection to printing paper other than news- 
print, defines newsprint by implication as being printing 
paper in which the mechanical wood pulp amounts to not 
less than 70 per cent. of the fibre content. The Indian 
Tariff (Ottawa Trade Agreement) Amendment Act, 1932, 
makes this class of paper dutiable under Item No. 197 of 
the Import Schedule, with the unintended result that pre- 
ference has been given to the United Kingdom in respect 
of it. It is proposed to correct this by specifically including 
in Item No. 197 only those kinds of printing paper which 
are specifically excluded from the protective duty in Item 
No. 155, namely, chrome, marble, flint, poster and stereo 
printing paper, and to restore newsprint to the non- 
preferential part of the Schedule as Item No. 99 in Part V. 

At the same time opportunity has been taken to reduce 
the miscellaneous heads by omitting Item No. 117, relating 
to strawboard, and including strawboard in Item No. 99 
slong with newsprint. 


Item 7.—Tea chests and parts and fittings thereof are 
hot required to be given preference under the Trade Agree- 
ment. These are not specified in the Import Schedule, and 
to make the position clear it is proposed to insert a specific 
item in Part V of the Import Schedule making them subject 
to the ordinary non-preferential rate of duty. 


Item 8.—By No. 48 of Schedule F of the Trade Agree- 
ment gas mantles of British origin are entitled to 10 per 
cent. preference. ‘To secure this quiie definitely, and to 
ensure that these articles when made of artificial silk are 
not assessed under Item No. 133 of the Import Schedule, 
the words ‘‘ incandescent mantles ’’ have been specifically 
included in Item No. 185. 





PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


Item. 10.—Most lubricating oils are mixtures of mineral 
and non-mineral oils. In practice it has hitherto been 
found necessary to require lubricating oils containing more 
than 7 per cent. of non-mineral constituents to be assessed 
to duty as composite articles; but owing to the existence in 
the new form of the Import Schedule of a large number of 
separate heads for oil dutiable at various rates, the applica- 
tion of this principle has, for administrative reasons, become 
impracticable. The entry in column 2 of Item No. 222 has 
accordingly been redrafted, so as to include in the item oils 
other than mineral, pure and mixed, which are not 
ordinarily used for any purpose other than lubrication. 

Item 11.—The Trade Agreement provides for the grant 
to the Colonies of preference on ‘‘ Drugs and Medicines,”’ 
and on soda ash and other carbonates of soda, and for no 
preference on other chemicals. Since, however, customs 
and administrative difliculties make it impossible to differ- 
entiate between unspecified chemicals on the one hand and 
drugs and medicines on the other, unspecified chemicals, 
if any, which are the produce of the Colonies, were in- 
cluded along with drugs and medicines in Item No. 181. 
This condition does not obtain in regard to the specified 
glass-making chemicals included in Item No. 228, in respect 
of which there need be no Colonial preference. Accordingly 
it is proposed to delete the entry in the last column. 

Item 12 corrects a wrong reference. 

Item 13.—Fountain pens are included under 
‘Stationery ’’ in the Trade Returns, but according to a 
long-standing rule fountain pens with gold nibs are assessed 
to duty as composite articles; so that, while the barrels 
are dutiable as Stationery, the nibs are assessed as manu- 
factures of gold. The preference given by the Trade Agree- 
ment has therefore to be provided for separately for gold 
nibs and it is proposed to insert in the Import Schedule a 
new Item No. 232A tor gold and gold-plated nibs, and to fix 
the preferential rate of duty on them at 40 per cent. ad 
valorem and the standard rate at 50 per cent. ad valorem. 

Item 14.—A specially low duty was fixed under Item 
No. 228 of the Import Schedule tor certain chemicals, on 
representations made by the glass-making industry. The 
representations included reference to two other articles, 
namely, liquid gold and crucibles for glass-making; but 
action in respect of these was deferred as it was not known 
if the terms used were sufficiently precise for a statutory 
schedule. The industry was given relief meanwhile by a 
notification under section 23 of the Sea Customs Act. These 
two articles are now included in proposed Item No. 240A, 
with a standard duty of 25 per cent. and a preferential 


duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem. 


SPAIN 


PROPOSED INCREASE IN DUTIES ON 
TARTARIC MATERIALS 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Bill, approved 
by the Commission of Agriculture, Industry and Commerce 
for submission to the Cortes, dealing with the trade in, and 
taxation of, tartaric materials in Spain. 

The Bill proposes to increase the duties imposed on the 
export of the raw tartaric materials as follows : — 

Wine lees (i.e., materials containing up to 35 degrees of 
tartaric acid)—-from 1:00 to 5-50 gold pesetas per 
100 kilogs. 

Crude tartars—from 2-50 to 15:00 gold pesetas per 100 
kilogs. 

Tartrate of lime—from 4-75 to 15°00 gold pesetas per 
100 kilogs. 

During the year 1933 the exportation of 3,500 tons of wine 
lees, at the rate of 1 gold peseta per 100 kilogs., and 1,500 
tons of crude tartars, at the rate of 2-50 gold pesetas per 
100 kilogs., will be permitted. 

The export duties on raw tartaric materials are to be 
withdrawn if the Spanish factories making tartaric acid and 
cream of tartar are unable to consume all such raw materials 
of national production. 

It is also proposed to increase the import duty on citric 
acid from 70 to 140 gold pesetas per 100 kilogs., and on crude 
tartars, tartrates of lime and wine lees from 0°25 to 10 gold 
pesetas per 100 kilogs. 

The text of the Bill, which also provides for the fixing of

Trolley and Contact Wire. 

One of the earliest B.S. Specifications was that for trolley 
wire, which was published in 1905, and has remained un- 
revised right up to the present time. This old specification, 
No. 23, was very brief, however, and for some years has been 
superseded by a series of specifications drawn up jointly by 
the Municipal Tramways and Transport Association and the 
Tramways, Light Railways and Transport Association. These 
specifications have been of great benefit to both users and 
manufacturers, and after they had been in use for some years 
it was felt that they would be of still greater value if issued 
in the form of a British Standard, since large quantities of 
trolley wire are used, both by tramways and electrified rail- 
way systems in the Dominions, Colonies and foreign countries 
where the specifications referred to do not penetrate. Conse- 
quently B.8.S. No. 23-1905 has now been revised, the specifi- 
cations issued by the Tramways Associations being taken as a 
basis. The revised B.S.S. is the most stringent specification

in existence for this class of material, and takes full account 
of the great strides that have been made in recent years by 
cadmium-copper wire. Hard-drawn copper and bronze are 
also recognised as standard materials, each material having its 
own special advantages for use under particular conditions. 
The specification provides for both round and grooved sections 
of wire, and the range of sizes extends from the smallest tram- 
way trolley wire to the largest railway contact wire in general 
use or likely to be required for some time to come. The 
standard dimensions of the trolley wheel groove are also given.

This volume, subtitled A Record of Events and Progress, 
covers the year 1932. It interlocks with the previous volumes 
of the series and prepares the way for later volumes; it is a 
link in the panorama of the unfolding years. The series has 
been planned year by year by a Supervisory Board to which 
one member is chosen from each of forty-five national learned 
societies. The form, scope and make-up of the book are passed 
upon at meetings of this Board, which thus takes ultimate 
responsibility. 

The Table of Contents brings out the subdivision into 
twenty-seven fields, including some 230 narrative articles. 
Lists of the forty-five learned societies and of the 200 contribu- 
tors, together with their qualifications for the work assigned 
them, let the inquirer into the heart of the volume. The con- 
tributed articles are further subdivided into sections and sub- 
sections by the use of display type.

British Standard Industrial Sieves and Screens. 

A British Standard Specification has just been issued for 
square mesh woven wire and round hole perforated plate 
sieving materials for industrial purposes. ‘This specification 
provides for the more commonly used forms of woven wire 
and perforated plate, and has a wide industrial application, 
covering as it does the fine woven wire sieving material used 
in biscuit making, gold mining, brewing, etc., up to the very 
heavy forms of perforated plate used in the coal mining and 
quarrying industries. 

So far as woven wire is concerned it has been found 
necessary, to meet the needs of industry, to include two 
series of woven wire, which are characterised by 

(1) clear mesh sieves in which the size of the aperture is 

expressed in inches or fractions of an inch; 

(2) the number of meshes per linear inch, this series con- 

taining sieves ranging from 300 meshes to the inch 
down to 4 meshes_to the inch. 


it has been found practicable to standardise perforated 
plate other than those having round holes staggered at 60°. 
Two series of perforated plates have been provided, a heavy 
series with holes from 3 in. to jg in. diameter, and a light 
series with holes from 1 in. to 0°029 in. diameter. 

In consequence of the great variety of lengths and widths 
used in industry, it has not been found practicable to stan- 
dardise overall dimensions of woven wire or perforated 
plates. 

Attention is drawn, however, to the fact that woven wire 
is generally stocked in widths of 24 and 36 inches, with a 
selvedge on both sides, and in certain meshes a width of 21, 
22 and 404 inches for supply to particular industries. 

The material used in the manufacture of woven wire 
depends on the purpose for which it is required. It cannot, 
therefore, be standardised, but is normally stocked by makers 
as follows :— : 


Steel Up to 90 mesh 
Copper Up to 100 mesh 
Brass Up to 200 mesh 


Up to 300 mesh 


It has been found impracticable at the present stage to lay 
down tolerances for the standard sizes of apertures either 
for woven wire or perforated plate. ‘The co-operation of 
both manufacturers and users is invited in this matter, so 
that the revision of the specification in this direction may 
be possible after one or two years’ experience has been 
gained. Any information as to rapid methods of measuring 
the aperture size of woven wire cloth, and as to results 
obtained upon material supplied under this specification, 
should be sent to the offices of the Institution.
